Wuerseas, certain inhabitants residing within the Townships. of Wal- 
singham and Charlotteville, have by their Petition prayed that the sum 
of Twenty-Five Pounds, be expended in the improvement of the Towa 
Line between these Townships. 

And whereas, it is expedient to grant the prayer of the said Petition, 

Be it therefore enacted, by the Municipal Council of the County of 
Korfolk, ia Council assembled, that there be appropriated and laid out 
from the general funds of this County upon the Town Line aforesaid, 
between P. P. Price’s Hotel and Silverthorn’s Creek, the sum of T wenty- 
Five Pounds, and that Jeremiah Johnson and J. B. Hutchison, Esquires, 
be Commissioners for expending the same. f Ou 

And be it further enacted, that the Warden is hereby authorized up- 
cn the Certificates of the Commissioners, that the whole or a part of the 
#mount named herein, has been expended as aforesaid, to grant his 
Cheque upon the Treasurer, payable out of the Assessment of 1857, for 
the amount named in said certificate, not, exceeding, in the whole, the 
said sum of Twenty-Five Pounds.

Wuereas, it is expedient and necessary for the improvement of the 

Town Line between the Township of Houghton, in the County of Nor- 

folk, and the Township of Bayham, in the County of Bl gin, that the sum 

of Twenty-Five Pounds'should be expended for that purpose, — 
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Sec. 1. Be it, therefore. enacted, by the (Municipal Council of the 
County of Norfolk, in Council assembled, that the sum of Twenty-Five 
Pounds, be and is hereby ‘appropriated out of the general funds of this 
County, for the improvement of the said Town Line, as aforesaid. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, that this By-Law shall not come 
into force until the County of Elgin, shall pass a similar By-Law tor an 
equal amount, to be expended for a like purpose. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, that the Reeve of the Tewnship of 
Houghton, and John Francis, Eisq., be and are hereby appointed Com- 
missioners to expend the same. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, that the Warden is hereby author- 
ized upon a certificate of tae Commissioners, that the whole or part of 
the work has been performed, to issue his Cheque upon the County 
Treasurer for the account rendered in the said certiflcate, payable out 
of the Assessment for the year 1857. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, that the Commissioners named above, 
shall male a report to this Council, on or before the first day of Decem- 
ber 1858 of any expenditure made by them under this By-Law.

The Petition of the Municipal Council of the County of Norfolk in Council 
Assembled, humbly sheweth: 


That your Petitioners would humbly call the atrention of your rfpadt fable 
House to the existing Law which regulates the various charges recognised by 
the Government, for “the expenses of Criminal Justice in Upper Canada. 

Your Petitioners would also humbly draw the attention of your Honourable 
Body to the manner in which the same charges, and for the same purpose, are 
defrayed for Lower Canada. 

That whilst the present law is in force, your Petitioners cannot help at all 
times drawing a comparison, which shows an injurious .effect on their best 
interests. 

Your Petitioners would therefore pray your Honourable Body to repeal the 
9th Victoria, Chapter 58, which regulates the expenses of Criminal Justice in 
Upper Canada, and pass a law, providing, that whatever sums are paid from 
the Consolidated Revenue Fund, for the administration ot Justice in Lower 
Canada, all similar charges incurred: in Upper Canada, ‘shall be paid from the 
same fund.
